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COSTELLO SAYS 


Inside Story Told 
_ of How Healey — 
Was Paid. 


The state yesterday played its trump 
eard in its prosecution of the Healey- 
Barry-Skidmore graft trial in Judge 
Joseph Sabath’s court. 

It put on exhibition specific evidence 
of the most amazing graft intrigue be- 
tween Chicago's police bosses and the 
underworld that has ever been incoy- 
ered in this city. . 

Thomas Costello, self-confessed head 
of the police bribery syndicate, took 
the witness stand and swore that Chi- 
eago’s police department under former 
Chief of Police Charles C: Healey was 
a veritable bribe assessing and collec- 
tion machine, with Healey the master 

Graft’s General Manager. 

Costello pictured himself as the police 
chief's general manager of the graft 
business, and testified that he had paid 
personally to the former chief $13,900 
in cash during ‘a period of less than 
fifteen months. 

He declared that commanding offi- 
cers and patrolmen grafted. from every 
place upon which tribute could be 
levied. He riamed ten captains and 


lieutenants who had profited from Vice, 
' and gambling tots LFS eS 
Costello Was Graft Premier. 


According to Costello’s testimony he 
and the former chief advised together 
upon every move that was made to 
swell the bribery collections, using the 
police force whenever necessary to 
compel hesitating resort and gambling 
house keepers to “kick in” to the 
monthly graft jackpots. : 

Petty graft collections made by plain 
clothes men and uniformed patrolmen 
were stopped by Costello and the police 
head, according to the testimony, and 
these profits, denied to the underlings 
of the force, were added to tke chief’s 
graft earnings. ' 

The former chief was held up as a 
veteran grafter. Costello swore that 
twenty-six years ago, in 1891, Healey— 
then a police lieutenant—had assisted 
him in opening up a gambling place 
in the Cottage Grove avenue police 
district—for a price. 

Framed Dynamite Plot? 

He reached back into almost forgot- 
ten Chicago police history and told a 
new story of the bomb placed at the 
residence of John Hill Jr., then the 

_'0e of Chicago gamblers. Healey was 
mentioned as receiving $300 to 

“frame” a case to try to show that 

Hill himself had the explosive set off.

He left the witness 
stand in the evening with much of his 
story lefi to tell. 

Costello did not attempt to protect 
himself. He freely admitted that he 
shared in the collections he swore he 
made for Healey. He made it plain

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—Alarm- 
ing conditions in some of the national 
guard and national army camps were 
revealed today by Surgeon General 
Gorgas in a report covering epidemics 
of disease at Camp Bowie, Tex. Camp 
Funston, Kas.; Camp Doniphan, Okla., 
and Camp Sevier,S.C. — 

Insufficient clothing, shortage in 
tentage, which necessitates over- 
crowding, and bad sanitary conditions 
are held responsible for high sick and 
death rates. His report embodies find- 
ings made by him after a personal in- 
spection of the camps, bcs 

With the exception of Funston none 
of-the camp base hospitals has been 
completed, Gen. Gorgas says, and this 
is handicapping the medical officers in 
treating patients. He recommends the 
rushing of this work, particularly 
installation of plumbing. ~

commanders as far as possible, the re- 
ports say. Lack of warm garments 
during the cold weather of the late 
fall is believed by Gen. Gorgas to have 
contributed largely to the spread of 
pneumonia. 

- Pneumonia at Bowie. 

At Camp Bowie, where the Thirty- 
sixth guard division is training, Gen. 
Gorgas reported four deaths during 
the past month from pneumonia, out 
of 409 cases admitted to the hospital. 
About 2,900 cases of measles have de- 
veloped. ; 

“There is a great deal of criticism 
yvamong the people with regard to con- 
ditions here, which are worse from the 
sanitary point of view than in any of 
the camps I have visited,” Gen Gorgas 
says. “The base hospital is unfinished, 
without water, plumbing, or séwerage. 
I recommend that telegraphic instruc- 
tions be sent to the division command- 
er at once to put int plumbing, water, 
and sewer connections and electric

The notion that it is advisable to let bygones 
be bygones at this time is weak ahd fallacious. 
The lessons of our unpreparedness must be learned 
now or they never will be learned. The American 


people, we trust, has force of character and in-} 


telligence enough to fight this war and at the 
same time apply its experience for the benefit of 
its future. It is necessary, if we are to correct 
the errors of the past to consider what they. were. 

We are to have many illustrations in these days. 
We have, for example, our secretary of war point- 
ing out how tremendous are the readjustments 
and expansions called for by this war, yet there 
was little evidence in the administration during 
the critical years preceding our actual entrance 
into this war that this was foreseen. The admints- 
tration was then listening hospitably to the ap- 
peals of the association opposed to militarism 
which was calling on congress and the govern- 
ment to “go slow on preparedness.” . 

We know now that the government was indeed 
going slow on preparedness. It was then directing 
its policy according to its hope of avoiding war 
rather than according to the actual chances of 
our entering the war. Mr. Baker today. is adopt- 
ing the sAme improvident policy, in respect to the 


adoption of universal training. He hopes there } solely for the interests 
* will be no wars after this war. Therefore he op- ” 


poses peace training because the past may be 
belied and military defense made unnecessary. 
Gen. Crozier’s testimony, at the senate inquiry 
disclosed the fact that our troops now at the 
front are armed with French machine guns; that 
although twelve millions was appropriated in 
August, 1916, for machine ‘no steps were 
‘taken to make use of this appropriation until 
June, 1917, ten months after the apptopriation was 
made and two after our entrance into the war. 
Now this delay, was in the teeth of the revela- 
tion made when our army was mobilized for 
border service. The vital importance of the 
machine gun had been demonstrated by two years 
of bloody experience in Europe. The ratio of these

This delay expresses in concrete form as strik- 
ingly as anything the spirit of procrastination 
which has retarded our ordnance preparations. 
Congress’ skirts are absolutely clear of blame in 
this case. But though the stand taken by the 
president in the submarine controversy and the 
whole current of tendency was sweeping us nearer 
to the world war, the pacifist appeal to go slow 
on preparedness seems to have found a complete 

‘acquiescence in the war department and adminis- 
tration generally. : 

The failure to supply machine guns for our ex- 
isting troops was an offense against the principle 
of minimum national defense entirely apart from 
our going into this war. ~ But it is impossible to 
understand why, in the view of the imminence of 
probable war Idst year and even our actual en- 
trance into the war this year, the government 
has acted as if either war for us was impossibl« 
or we had unlimited time to get ready actually 
to take part in it. | 

We insist upon these facts now because this 
attitude still persists at Washington in spite of the 
most urgent calis for immediate help and condi- 
tions confronting our allies which fully, support 
these appeals. We have had ample evidence of 
confusion and delay in war work, and when protest 
became insistent enough a partial concession was 
made to the critical need for cotrdination by the 
adoption of a weekly, council of executive heads 
already overworked in-their respective branches. 
We have had disclosures of months of unnecessary 
delay in essential ordnance manufacture and we 
are given tardy generalizations about the difficul- 
ties of war organization which were the founda- 
tion of the appeals which the government ignored 
when it was time to act upon them. 

American power will not and cannot be evoked 
and concentrated while this attitude remains in 
the high places of authority. But it will remain 
until it is\ forced out by public protest or the 
ghastly tutelage of disaster and defeat. We prefer 
not to wait for the latter and we advise the gov- 
ernment not to.

Curves show perfect for different com- 
binations. Degrees of variation from 
perfect are plotted by means of these 
squares. Perfect or 100 per cerit venti- 
lation shows itself by a red line at the 
100 mark straight across the chart. 

The question is often asked, what is 
the best temperature for a room? Dr. 
Hill says that the question cannot be 
answered in a word. Many elements 
must be taken into consideration. He 
makes provision for the more impor- 
tant of these on the chart.

DEMAND MACHINE GUNS. 
{From The Tribune, June 22, 1916.) 

The Illinois troops are utterly without 
machine guns. These may be had from 
either the Colt, the Remington, or the 
Savage arms companies in less than a 
week if the government demands. Iili- 
nois regiments may be in battle next 
week. If so, they must battle without 
machine guns. A competent critic has 
said that a machine gun is often worth 
a hundred men; also, that it will often 
save a hundred men’s lives. This has 
been known inemilitary circles for over 
a year. Yet our troops have no machine 
guns. Why is this? It is because the 
government has diverted the public reve- 
nues into channels personally profitable 
to the gang in power. I? useless deaths 
are caused by this, they will not be 
deaths of corruptionists snugly ensconced 
in Washington and now snorting with 
imitation patriotism. The lives lost will 
be those of patriotic young men betrayed 
by their government. , 

By taking instant action, however, our 
soldiers can be equipped with machine 
guns in a week, or, at the outside, in a 
fortnight. This can be accomplished by 
turning over to them machine guns now 
in process of manufacture for ‘partici- 
pants in the foreign war. The manufac- 
turers will not do this willingly. The gov- 
ernment, which expects to have its cam- 
paign financed by the munitions manu- 
facturers, will not willingly give our 
troops guns intended for aliens. But it 
can be coerced into doing so. 

If every friend and relative of every 
soldier whose life is endangered because 
the government will not furnish adequate 
arms will write to Senator Lewis and 
President Wilson, and demand that for 
once they put America first, perhaps our 
boys will not be sacrificed on the altar 
of politics, as the regular soldiers have 
heen. But they will be sacrificed unless 
the people force the politicians to act, 
and act at once.
